“Immediately upon my knowledge of 
the arrest I ordered General Villa to 
release bim and the latter promised to 
comply, but a few hours later he de- 
livered the prisoner to General Emili- 
ano Zapata, who ordered his execution 
without formality of law. 

“Being completely wanting In forces 
who could obev an order of arrest 
against individuals who had thousands 
of men under their command, I was 
compelled to remain inactive. 


Murder Charged to Villa. 

“A few days later I was informed 
that another member of the conven- 
tion, Professor Berlanga, had also been 
murdered a few nights before, having 
heen taken out of a restaurant by 
forces of General Villa. In considera- 
tion of this new outrage, I called a 
meeting of the cabinet to discuss the 
measures which should be adopted. 

“Although we were as helpless as in 
the former case. we brought to the 
attention of General Villa that we were 
all decided to cause the government 
to be respécted and to secure the pun- 
ishment of those guilty of the assassi- 
nations. tefore giving us a definite 
answer. General Villa left the City of 
Mexico and went to Guadalajara, 
where he was guilty of similar crimes 
Zapata had long since left the capital 
and for the time we decided to re- 
serve punishment for the crimes until 
such time as the government should 
be stronger. However, the members of 
the Aguas Calientes convention, justly 
alarmed, informed me that they de- 
slred to change their residence to the 
city of Luis Potosi, where there 
were sufficient elements to afford them 
safety.”
